A Barparovs Custom.—In accordance 
with ancient tradition it is customary with 
some to say that the body of a person found 
dead must be left as it is found until the ar- 
rival of the coroner. The expression is of- 
ten used,—** it is against the law to touch 


them.” This is all a mistake. There is no 
such law, and a regard for the decencies is 
beginning to demand that a body so found 
should have at once the proper care that is 
bestowed by survivors on departed friends. 
Some years ago a man was discovered hang- 
ing by the neck near Horn Pond, and he was 
suffered to remain so until the arrival of the 
coroner. More recently a man found dead 
in the woods of Burlington, was not removed 
until the person finding him had made a long 
journey and returned with a coroner. Last 
year a man hung himself at the soap works, 
cut him down until the 


and no one would 


coroner came. Mr, Chadbourne’s body was 


discovered soon after he fired the fatal shots, 


and although he was within twenty rods of 


his own door, his removal was forbidden, 
and the body lay on the gronnd on a side 
hill, head downward, for more than three 
hours, with all the curious idlers who chanced 
to hear of it, having full 
around the body and comment on the sad 
event, while his friends could not take him 
into the house. A protest was made to the 
officer in charge, but he claimed that he was 
doing his duty, and the coroner sustained 
him. We claim, however, that both officer 
and coroner, although we believe they were 
conscientious, and neither would heedlessly 
wound the feelings of those with whom they 
have to deal, were acting in accordance with 
an oldtraditionratherthan law. Wehave been 
unable to flnd any law for their conduct, and 
if there is, it certainly ought to be repealed. 
Nothing can be gained by it. ‘The person 
who finds the body can testify to the condi- 
tions and surroundings, and the removal to

Feeling as [do in this 
matter, [ have been trying for the past month or two 
to introduce a new industry, which Zain confident will 
do much to add to the growth and wealth of the town, 
The American Arms Co., now located at East Bos 
ton, is manufaeturing «a shot gun known as * Fox's 
Patent.” The business has out-grown its premises, 
and must seek more convenient quarters. 

Some persons may say ‘can shot guns be sold in 
such quantities as to Warrant the manufacture of them 
in large numbers?" Yes; and Tsay to you that three 
quarters of all that kind of arms sold in this country 
are made in England, and pay to the importer a large 
profit. Now why not manufacture them here? The 
fact was demonstrated beyond question at Philadel 
phia last summer that we cando this, We can make 
a better gun for the money than the English. Then 
why not doit. Keep your money at home, and em 
ploy your own mechanics. We can beat the world in 
the manufieture of fire-arms. You may ask— Who 
buys shot guns? Nobody uses them.” There are 
many thousand dollars in this town invested in shot 
tins costing from one to three hundred dollars each. 
The New England demand for guns is large, but the 
south and west is the great fleld for their use and 
sale, There are ten guns used to-day where there 
Was one twenty years ago, Shooting clubs are formed 
all over the country; the use of the gun has been re- 
duced to a science since breech-loading was invented, 
and the Fox gun is as much of an improvement over 
any other breech loading gun, as they are over the old 
muzzle loading method. These improvements have 
increased the use and sale of guns in a wonderful de- 
gree. You all know what the Watch Company has 
done for Walthiumn; how hard it was for the company 
to raise $150,000 to start with. The people said,— 
“Do you expect to compete with cheap Swiss labor?" 
“Yes,” was their reply,—and they have done it. The 
world is beaten inthe wateh line, and Waltham has 
the honor of doing it. The eapital of that company 
to-day is $1,250,000, and it paid asix months dividend 
of five percent, in February, in these dull, hard times.

It elevates the 
spirits, beautifies home; makes the table a 
inedium of cheer; sets itself against hypo 
chondria and selfishness, thus healthily pro 
moting functions of body and mind, Now 
the churches this nature in a 
very high degree, and are more and more 
doing so by the wise custom of investing 
their premises with the applinnees of social 
intercourse, They are coming more and 
more into successtul Competition in this re- 
gard with those doubtful appeals to the so 
cial nature which fringe our ¢ r civiliza- 
tion, ‘They will not take the place of the 
neighborhood; still less will they supersede 
the home. But in ways peculiarly their own, 
by appliances which have come to be gener- 
ally regarded as part of the church's regime, 
they promote the graces of human kindness, 
and thus through the social nature, minister 
to the public health. 

And more and nore it is being felt by re- 
ligious people, that the social obligations ot 
the Church comprehend among their teach 
ings of reverence tor our Father and 
laws, the duties of sanitary prudence in the 
of home and town.

nence, but as a working power, giving new 
meaning to law, to security, to personal 
honor, 

Gentlemen, Tappeal to you to reflect upon 
| this function of religious institutions: to ask 
yourselves candidly what security would at 
tach to your property; what prospect but a 
surer decay than so called business stagna 
tion, would confront the future of this town 
if the churches were blotted out; what satets 
would there be in your operations if, as som 
might insanely wish, the churches 
closed up, the heaven-kissing spires demol 
jished, the Sunday forgotten, and 
} never saluted with the sound of the 
going bell!” Think of it, gentlemen, and 
then inguire if it is Wise political economy 
to withhold support from institutions whieh 
with all the faults of external form are 
really cooperating with civil law, and so per 
sistently contributing to inspire public sen 
timent with shame of meanness, appro- 
bation of manhood! 

In these days which have done so much 
toawaken antiquarian research in the ree 
ords of our fathers, our business men may 
heed one lesson trom the settlers of Boston, 
who built their first meeting-house close

nisfortune. 
paragement of our charitable institutions 
(which by the way, are themselves the pro- 
luct ofa Christian inspiration, owing their 
founding mainly, as in the case of the great 
colleges, to religious muniticence), but L be- 
iieve that the churches have the **more ex- 
cellent way,” and Lam of opinion that if the 
question of tax-exemption is decided as it 
should be in their favor, they will gladly 
issue far more, if not all, of that which 
the bureaus of public charities now do, as 
in additional justification of the wisdom of 
such a course, 

Sut be that as it may, religion interpreted 
in the consecrated lives of the good, has been 
he mother of philanthropies. ‘Phe children 
nay not always own their mother; but his- 
tory shows no trace of a civilization that had 
nota religious basis. And according to his- 
tory, decline of civilization has attended the 
decay of popular faith. There are philoso- 
phers who look with disapproval upon the 
Christian charities, and propose to  substi- 
tute for them a practical application of the 
loctrine of the ** survival of the fittest.” a 
loctrine which, whatever part it plays in 
natural science, means as applied to social 
nurture, the leaving of untortunates to shift 
tor themselves, of the weak to become the 
prey of the strong; the suffering and the in- 
} competent, andall heavily weighted natures, 
to go under, by natural gravitation, unsuc- 
cored and unblest. 

It seems to me that practical men have

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Senator Coffin on the Poor Debtor's Law. 

In the Senate last Friday, the Committee 
on the Judieiary reported, by Mr. Coffin of 
Middlesex, a bill te amend the laws so that 
poor debtors may be better protected against 
unjustifiable nnd vexatious arrests and de- 
Being called upon to explain his 
bill, Mr. Coffin addressed the Senate as fol- 


lows: 


tention. 


Vr. President: —I agree with the honora- 
ble Senator, who has made the enquiry in 
reyard to this bill, that it is one of great im 
portance. In my judgment none has come 
before us this session more important. The 
direct object of the measure is to provide a 
way by which an honest debtor, ,against 
whom judgment has been obtained, may be 
examined concerning his property, without 
being subjected to arrest. By our laws as 
they now stand, there are five different 
charges of fraud, as they are termed, on ei- 
ther of which a judgment debtor may be ar- 
rested. In general terms, they are concenl- 
ment of property, losing it by gambling, pur- 
posely squandering it, contracting the debt 
with the intention of not paying it, and not 
paying over money which the debtor has col- 
lected as an attorney at Jaw. But probably 
not one in a hundred of the arrests on exe- 
cution in this State, is made in either of 
these charges. ‘The usual arrest is mace 
upon the mere affidavit, that the creditor has 
reason to believe the defendant has property 
which he does not intendto apply to the pay- 
ment of the debt. Although the statutes 
now require the magistrate to affix his certif: 
icate only atter satisfactory proof that this 
allegation is true in practice, there is no 
hearing or examination, frequently not a 
question is asked by the magistrate. The 
certificate for arrest is granted as a mere 
matter of form, as every lawyer knows, and 
is seldom if ever refused. Our own statutes 
do not recognize this common attidavit as 
containing an allegation of fraud. When 
arrested the examination is the most techni- 
eal of legal proceedings. It is safe to say 
that the poorest pauper in the Common- 
wealth cannot succeed in taking the poor 
debtor's oath without the assistance of coun- 
sel, when the examination is conducted hy 
a skilled person. It may be asked to what 
extent persons are now arrested for debt. 
The prison returns do not give the class ot 
commitnents in a form readily accessible, 
but it is true that men are actually commit 
ted to jail for debt by the hundreds cach 
year, and are arrested by the thousands. 
Last year 72 persons were imprisoned in the 
County of Middlesex, and in the County of 
Suffolk about 160, while upon the docket of 
one magistrate in the latter county last year, 
there are 1700 cases of affidavits, recogniz- 
ances and examinations. ‘There is no ready 
means of learning the precise number of ar- 
rests for debt. ‘This bill does not affect in 
any manner the charges of fraud which 1 
have mentioned; but when arrest is songlit 
in the usual way, it provides that the debtor 
shall have the opportunity, without » vost, 
to come before the magistrate, and -uhiait 
to an examination touching his) pro porty. 
And why should he not have it? In oank- 
ruptey, and under our State insolvency law 
there are provisions by which this disclosurs 
can be had. There are similar provisions in 
inany of the State codes, Will you, Mr. 
President, will any Senator here, tell my 
why a debtor, charged with no crime o1 
fraud, should first be arrested, when he is” 
Willing to submit himselfto examination vol- 
untarily. Itis said, he can give bail. So 
can almost every criminal, Ought the hon- 
est man, whether he have property or not, 
be subjected to this indignity and humiliation? 
Massachusetts is far behind many if not most 
of the States in this respect. In four-fifths 
of them or more, imprisonment for debt is 
abolished, except in cases of fraud; and in 
about a dozen of them it has been done by 
constitutional provision. Our Constitutional 
convention of 1853 submitted the proposition 
to abolish it, but the proposition met thi 
same fate as the other work of that body. 
In the convention the measure Was supported 
by its most distinguished members, without 
regard to party, including two of the present 
judges of the Supreme Court, the late Sena- 
tors Sumner and Wilson, Gov. Morton, Ben- 
jamin EF, Hallet and others, The law ot 
1787 in many of its essentials, is scarcely 
worse than that of to-day, 

The legislation of 1857 in the first section 
of the act then passed on this subject, start- 
ed off bravely by saying that thereafter im- 
prisonment for debt should not be allowed, 
but it went on to provide for making arrest 
as easy as it has since proved to be. I re- 
gard the present laws and the practice un- 
der them, as a blot upon the jurisprudence 
of the Commonwealth. It is time for a 
change. ‘This bill, although it. does not 
cure all the evils, is a step—a long step, I 
may say, in the right direction. It provides 
for a voluntary disclosure, a process wholly 
unknown in our present law. If the debtor 
have property, it requires him to transfer it 
to the creditor. As the law now stands, it 
the creditor objects to receiving the proper- 
ty, although the debtor is willing to let him 
have it, magistrates will refuse the 
outh, and the debtor goes to jail, Under 
this bill, if the property is passed over to the 
creditor, the debtor has a year in which to 
redeem his real estate, following the analo- 
uy of redeeming land sold on execution, 
and sixty days for the redemption of per- 
sonal property. If the debtor intends to 
leave the state he can still be arrested. It 
is the custom in all the States, TI think, to 
retain jurisdiction of the person in such 
cases, There should be a wide line between 
poverty and crime, This bill makes that 
distinction. Poverty is not a crime. It is 
brought on in such a variety of ways, as we 
all know, by sickness, accident, the fraud 
of others, or otherwise, that simply to be poor 
should subject no man to arrest. Nor, if 
he be poor and honest, should he be sub- 
jected to the process of ignominiously taking 
the so-called poor debtor's oath. This bill 
saves him that degradation. ‘The subject is u 
difficult one. Thave given it the best atten- 
tion IT could since introducing the order, and 
Iam happy to say that the draft of the bill 
which [ presented, met the hearty approval 
of my associates on the judiciary Commit- 
tee, and I trust it will also be approved by 
the good judgment of the Senate,

Nowhere in all the 
teachings of men, from the days of Lord 
Chesterfield, when even the English had no 
formed manners, down to the present day, 
has there heen any treatise on good 
manners equal to that which may be found 
in the letters of St. Paul to his young friend, 
Timothy. In these letters al] the experience 
of the then past, of Greek, Hebrew, and Ro- 
ian, were combined with the elevating and 
softening influences of Christian faith. 

But things have greatly changed in New 
England from what they were seventy-five 
years Probably not over one in five 
of the people there now habitually attend 
church; and if the Bible is still read in the

Batky Horses.—Do nothing to make 
them balk. From some experience I be- 


lieve the cause is more in the driver than in 
the horse. In this I refer to horses that 
have not acquired a confirmed habit of balk- 
ing. An active, high-spirited horse will 
start quickly and strike a trot at the first 
step. A timid driver is alarmed, fearing 
that the horse will runaway. He will jerk 
up the horse suddenly and violently. This 
irritates the horse and he will not proceed. 
Then some annoyances are recommended to 
start him, that would not have been required 
had he been used gently and drawn up qui- 
etly and spoken to in a mild voice. 

I once had a horse of this spirit, that I 
could start or stop himin his best speed by the 
voice and in so low a tone that a person 
riding at my side would not notice that I 
had spoken. 

Again, a horse of such disposition may be 
harnessed with a ‘* slow poke.” They can- 
not start together; this irritates the spirited 
horse and will make him balk, as I have 
often seen in city cars. 

Let some man who is very active be com- 
pelled to walk for some time behind one who 
is very slow. He will find ita trial to his 
temper,

A Worn ro Paresxts.<-The sins of the 
parents are visited upon the children in no 
more apparent manner than in their neglect 
at the important stages of first and second 
dentition. ‘The lives of many are sacrificed 
at the former, as are often many times, 
health and good looks at the latter period. 
At this time the first permanent double teeth 
are peculiarly liable to decay as they develop 
during the removal of the first set by ab- 
sorption, and are almost invariably attacked 
by caries, and frequently lost before the 
children have entered their teens. It is no 
slight loss when we reflect, that they are the 


strongest and largest of all the teeth, de-| 


signed to keep the others in position, and to 
preserve the symmetry of the face.

tist, for, while in some instances, removal 
may be necessary, in others it leads to disfig- 
urement of the face in the contraction of the 
jaw. Their decay should certainly be ar- 
rested, and the teeth, if possible, retained in 
their places, to promote the beauty and reg- 
ularity of the second set, 

While nearly every intelligent person vis- 
its their dentist several times a year, it is 
surprising how many do not seem to be 
aware of the same necessity existing for 
their children. Yet the careful and consci- 
entious dentist is one of the children’s best 
friends, and should be taught by parents to 
be so regarded. For as the mouth is the 
doorkeeper of our health it is evident it can- 
not be kept in too cleanly or perfect a condi- 
tion. 

‘The true dentist is an artist in his profes- 
sion, and in his treatment of irregular teeth 
does not dismiss a case by simple extraction 
which is the least trouble to him, but labors 
with painstaking skill and ingenious meechan- 
ical contrivances to bring the teeth into such 
position as will best preserve the contour 
and give expression to the face and add to 
his patient's looks. 

Children should be taken regularly 
months, from two years of age and upwards. 
It is not expensive, but a saving of future 
outlay, a preventative of suffering, and de- 
formity of the mouth, and a grand promoter 
of health and beauty. —Somerville Journal.

druggists—Hill, Dodge and Curtis, have de-

The above bit of personal literary brings | 
up recollections of long ago, which lad al- | 
most faded out. We have before us a copy 
of the little sheet, the production of which 
our neighbor ‘was considered very 
wonderful,” though we never so deemed it, | 
nor were we aware that it was the ‘only one 
in Massachusetts "at the time, Bach page 
of this little sheet measures three inches by 
four and one-half, the date being November | 
18, 1839. ‘This was the fifth number, the 
paper having been commenced in October. 
Nineteen nuimbers were printed of this size, 
and then the sheet was enlarged repeatedly, 
until it beeame quite a respectable sized 
newspaper, Its publication was continued 
four years or more. The first nineteen num- 
bers were, and we don’ know but they are 
now, in the library of Harvard College. It 
was the first newspaper, we believe, ever 
published in Cambridge. The present Cam- | 
bridge Chronicle was started soon after ave 
gave up the business there and went to seek 
our fortune elsewhere. We shall be pleased 
to show these samples of our juvenile efforts 
to any who are interested in such matters, 
They are nothing to boast of, either in a ty- | 
pographical or editorial point of view. T he |

Coroners.—The new statute which abol- 
ishes the office of coroner, and provides for 
medical examinations and inquests in cases 
of death by violence, is thought by many to 
be a long step in advance of the cumbrous 
and expensive system which has hitherto ex- 
The Governor, under the terms of | 
the law, is to appoint the medical examiners | 
in the county of Suffolk, at an annual salary 
of $8000 a year, to be paid by the county; | 
and such number in the other counties of 
the State, as the County Commissioners may | 
designate, who shall receive for a view of} 
any person found dead four dollars, and tor 
a view and autopsy 8380, and travel at five | 
cents a mile to and from the place of view, | 
A medical examiner, when notified of a 
death within the county from supposed vio- 
lence, shall forthwith repair to the place 
where such body lies and take charge of the 
same, and if upon such view, personal in- 
quiry or autopsy, he shall be of opinion that 
the death was caused by violence, he shall 
aut once notify the Distriet Attorney and a | 
Justice of the District, Police or Municipal | 
Court, for the distriet or city in which the | 
body lies, or a Trial Justice. The court or 
Trial Justice shall thereupon hold an inquest 
which may be private. The District Attor- 
ney or some person designated by him, may | 
attend the inquest and may examine all wit- 
An inquest shall be held in all cases | 
of death by accident upon any railroad; and | 
the District-Attorney, or the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, may direct an soaue st to be held in the 
any other casualty from which the 
death of any AGriOn results, if in his opinion } 
such inquest necessary or expedient. 
There are no less than 25 sections to the 
statute, most of them referring to matters of 
detail; but the gist of the whole is embodied | 
in the summary here given.

Cousty.—The labors of Mr. Abner J. Phil 
lips as General Agent of the State Board of 
Kducation the past year, have been mainly 
confined to Middlesex C ounty, and in his an- 
nual report he states it takes the lead of all 
the counties in the employment of the teach- 
ers, the number being 1309 females, 
males. It employs 828 teachers from Nor- 
mal Schools, a larger number and a larger 
percentage than any other county. It also 
maintains more High Schools. It has forty 
High Schools in thirty-eight of its forty-four 
towns, employing in them one hundred and 
fourteen teachers, and paying to the princi- 
pals an aggregate salary of 858,447. More 
than half of these towns pay the 
a salary of 81800 and upward. 


$2,000 and upward. Four pay from $2,500 
to 84,000, Kleven of these thirty- eight 
towns which maintain High Schools, are not 


required by statute todo, One-fourth of the 
towns employ a Superintendent of schools, 
five of whom receive salaries from $1,800 to 
83,000, 

There are also in the county ten incorpo 
rated academies, fifty-one private 
two colleges, four theological schools and a 
large number of free public libraries. The 
amount expended for new school buildings 
during the year was $209,493, and the pres- 
ent valuation of the school buildings in the 
county is 88,928,168. While speaking in 
the highest terms of the condition and prog 
ress of the schools, he laments the want of 
apparatus, and calls attention to the fact that 
thirty-seven of the fifty-four towns in Mid- 


schools, 


dlesex county did not spend any of the money | 


received from the State school fund for “ap 
paratus and books of reference.”

butes of God. For many of the common 
and popular ideas of God are no doubt, ab- 
surd and faulty, since over-wise men, probing 
into matters beyond their ken, have fallen 


into the pit of their own rasliness. — It is 
easily granted that men of this sort are too 


prone to make their God after the pattern of 


themselves. For God is not a gigantic man 

-but God—and the two differ, not so much 
in quantity as in quality, 

It is no atheism to hold that God has no 
human heart and properties like man; that 
God neither loves nor hates as men do—that 
he knows not hunger, thirst, or reed of 
sleep as man does: for he and his qualities 
are infinite, and we are finite, and when we 
give God human qualities, we reduce him to 
the level of humanity and deny his Divinity. 

Heresy is not necessarily atheism. What 
then is atheism? [tis nota denial of this 
or that about God, but a denial of the fact 
of God, a denial of the existence of any such 

seing, of whom we can either deny or affirm 
anything. A neighbor of yours goes down 


the street, and passes you and a group of 


acquaintances,—one says, ‘* I deny that this 
man is a musician,”—another, ‘* 1 deny that 
he is a voter,”—and another,— I deny that 
he pays his taxes.” These men have denied 
certain circumstances about the i.an, but 
they haVe not denied his existence. If one 
should say, (absurdly [ confess)—I deny 
that you see any human creature passing 
down the street—he is only a something like 
a stick or a stone,—that would be a denial 


that touched the centre of things ; a denial of 


personality, a denial which, if proved, would 
annihilate the man. So, while a man may 
deny many things about God, itis only when 
he denies the central fact about God—his 
being, that he must be called an atheist. 
Ile might be a star, a constellation, but not 
a God. ‘Phere, truly, the denier is without 
God in the world. 7/is is atheism. 

Is there such a thing as atheism in this 
age and this land? I answer, yes. ‘That 
which vaunts itself as the foremost scientific 
thought of the times, is an essence, and is 
measured by a heathen or a Christian stand- 
ard, too often atheism. It would be bad 
enough if only the limited class of highly 
educated men were atheists, but in these 
days, when all men read, and nearly all men 
lecture, the mind of the savant makes 
known at once to the great multitude, which 
has only time to poorly masticate and swal- 
low the food it gets, and everywhere we see 
vomited forth by narrowly educated men, a 
vulgar atheism which some call smart, keen, 
advanced, progressive, but which the old 
Faith declares Physical science 
(that is the science of natural and material 
things, has refused to keep to its own, and has 
invaded to judge, quite another world—the 
spiritual. Science would cut, weigh, and 
analyze that God, who, by his very nature, 
is not subject to crucibles, or anatomical 
dissections. Modern atheism demands the 
impossible in proofs of God. Now, no wise 
Christian will attempt to prove the fact of 
God, in the way demanded by atheism, be- 
cause, by the very nature of things, that 
proof is impossible. I fancy it would take 
a longer time than you suppose, to prove 
there was such a man as W ashing- 
ton to a man who insisted upon proving it, 
step by step, mathematically. None of you 
but admit there is such a thing as air, yet it 
would take quite a little array of scientific 
men to prove it—nay, they could not prove 
it if I demanded the same sort of proofthese 
atheists demand, I do not know much 
about electricity, but Ido know it cannot 
be weighed. Why then should we try to 
weigh God? There are many things which 
the Christian cannot prove. And the rev- 
erend gentleman closed by hoping his hear- 
ers night accept all on faith.
